SOVIET ADVANCE CONTINUES 


MOSCOW, Tuesday.—Breaking the 
stubborn resistance of the enemy, our 
troops continue to advance success- 
fully, states a report from the 
Kharkov front, broadcast to-night by 
Moscow Radio. All German attempts 
to hold out behind fortifications are 
eee. to stem the advance, and 
uring the past twenty-four hours the 
Red Army has liberated a number of 
inhabited localities. The Germans are 
launching fierce counter-attacks, but 
all end in failure, with the Germans 
sustaining enormous losses in men and 
material. On one sector alone they lost 
more than 1,000 men. On another 
sector a German regiment, supported 
by . twelve tanks, met withering fire, 
and lost eight tanks and 250 officers 
and men killed, while another Soviet 
unit destroyed seventeen tanks. 

“This morning a major air combat 
took place near the town of 8.“ 
Seven Soviet fighters, escorting nine 
Stormovik dive-bombers, encountered 
nine Messerschmitts, which were joined 
by a number of Junkers. Six Messer- 
schmitts were shot down, and the rest 
of the German aircraft fled, enabling 
the Stormoviks to carry out accurate 
and effective bombing of German land 
troops, They destroyed  thirty-dne 


lorries, a. number of soldiers were.

The 
last fortified bridgeheads on both sides 
of the town of Kerch were taken by 
assault in the course of to-day, after

“SABOTAGING THE 
GAS SUPPLY” — 
MINISTER’S STATEMENT 


<¢ 7 * ERTAIN people living on the 
higher Báis of the city are 

‘ sabotaging '. Dublin's gas supply, 
and there is no hope of an improve- 
ment in gas coal imports.“ 
This was disclosed by Mr. Lemass 
(Minister for Supplies) in the Dail 
last night, when the hardships 
inflicted on the citizens by the new 
gas hours’ restrictions were brought 
to the attention of the House by 
General R. Mulcahy (F.G., Dublin), 
who complained that the permitted 
period of one hour in the evening 
was insufficient and could not con- 
tinue. He asserted that the health 
of the citizens and public discipline 
and morale were involved. 

In an interesting exposition of the 

sition of the Gas Company, the 

inister for Supplies said that he fully 
appreciated the serious hardshi 


involved, especially in view of the 


fact that 80 per cent, of the houses in 
Dublin had gas laid on for cooking; 
but there was nothing they could do 
about it. 


COMPANY’S POSITION 


“ The company, he said, has been 
facing a very difficult situation for 
many months, and even the best techni- 
cal efficiency cannot produce gas with- 
out coal. The normal average pro- 
duction and consumption of gas in 
Dublin was 9.2 million cubic feet per 
day, which required practically 4,500 
tons of gas coal per week to produce. 
Since last September the quantity of 


gas coal allocated to the whole country. 


by the British Ministry of Mines is 
1,000 tons per week. That amount nas 
to be allocated by the Department of 
Supplies to various gas undertakings 
in the country on the basis of normal 
useage. Actually, the Dublin company 


gets on an average 660 tons of gas coal 


per week, to which quantities of un- 
suitable coal are added to bring the 
total up to 2,700 tons per week. 

The original restrictions brought gas 
availability down from twenty-four 
hours per day to ten; but, nothwith- 
standing that reduction, the consump- 
tion of gas fell only from 9.2 million 
cubic feet to 8.3 million cubic feet. 


million eubie feet were being consumed 
during the off hours, The availability 
of the supply during the off hours is 
confined to certain parts of the city, 
and so long as these people in those 
areas are indifferent to the welfare of 
others and are not influenced b 
threats the consumption will continue. 

The new. restrictions, which brought 
as hours down to 54 daily, would 
ring consumption down to 7.1 million 
cubic feet per day, which was the best 
possible volume from the 2,700 tons 
of coal available, but if imports 
happened to fall below that figure 
further restrictions would become in- 
evitable. If the two million cubic feet, 
now being used illegally could be saved 
the company could go back to the 
original hours of availability. ‘‘ It 
cannot,” added the Minister, “ he too 
strongly emphasised that these people 
are affecting the whole supply of gas 
in the city.’’ 


NO HOPE 


He revealed that it was possible for 
the company to use 2,700 tons of coal 

r week, because they had a stock of 
000 tons at the beginning of the 
year, but that now had virtually dis- 
appeared, and on six occasions the 
Department of Supplies had to go to 
its assistance with coal from the ve 
limited ‘national reserve, but for whic 
gas undertakings in Cork, Limerick 
and Drogheda might hava been closed. 
The total capacity of the Dublin plant, 
while repairs were being undertaken, 
was 7.6 million cubic feet per day, but, 
having regard to the and insuffi- 
cient coal now being received its

The 
British "plane, having started to fight, 
our airmen replied, forcing it to come 
down on the sea. A British torpedo 
boat opened fire on two French boats 
that went to the spot to pick up the 
personnel and then destroyed the re- 
mainder of the 1 by gunfire. 
At the same time the torpedo boat's 
anti-aircraft guns opened fire on a 
French fighter patrol, which succeeded 
in bringing down a second British 
plane. One French plane is missing.”

Dillon (Ind., Monaghan), referred to 
a barter arrangement with Great 
Britain. 

„We would be happy, he said, to 
make an agreement with Britain or 
any other country about supplies. 
There has been in existence for some 
time certain barter arrangements on a 
modest scale. The Government would 
be glad, if it would help our position, 
if those arrangements already in opera- 
tion could be extended and enlarged 
in scope and in quantity. But what- 
ever agreement we might make it 
might not improve our supply situa- 
tion, having regard to the position in 
England. 

e suggestion to negotiate was 
made by Mr. W. NORTON, leader of 
the Labour Party, who said that there 
would be no loss of national dignity 
or prestige in sending the Minister for 
Supplies to London to tell the British 
Government and people that this State 
could not continue to give Britain 
three million pounds worth of goods 
in exchange for two million pounds 
and a credit note for a million. Was 
there any objection to saying to the 
British Government that this country 
desired to trade with them on a barter 
basis? he asked. 

We have not been able to get any 
declaration that the British Govern- 
ment is hostile in the matter of 
supplies, and if they are not hostile 
what is the reason for not sending a 
Minister for Supplies or somebody else 
to negotiate an agreement. It does not 
conflict with our neutrality.”

The machine, vaporises the liquid 
ether, which is then inhaled by the 

atient. One important contribution 
it makes to medical science is that by 
its use the amount of anesthetic a 
4 receives can, for the first time, 

measured and regulated. Another 
function of the machine is to administer 
artificial respiration.

SLIGO CORPORATION 


CRITICISED 
RATEPAYERS ASK FOR 
COMMISSIONER 


From Our CORRESPONDENT. 


SLIGO, Tuesday—Mr. D. M. Hanley, 
President, Sligo Chamber of Commerce, 
has been informed by the Minister for 
Local Government that a memoria 
signed by 200 of Sligo's biggest rate- 
payers, calling for an inquiry into the 
affairs of Sligo Corporation with a view 
to the appointment of a Commissioner 
or Manager, is receiving his attention. 

The memorial alleged that, according 
to the auditor's last report over- 
expenditure in 1940 and 1941 totalled 
£4,059, and 1942 also showed a debit 
balance of £4,090, It was stated that 
the expenditure on urban roads, most 
of which are ag concreted or tar 
macadamised, w ,899 for these three 
years, being £2, 799 over the estimate. 

A letter from the Chamber stated 
that, while in almost all urban and 
rural areas in Eire the rates this year 
show reductions or only fractional 
increases, in Sligo they have risen by 
4s. 9d. in the £, making the present 
total rate 298. 5d. an increase of 7s. 5d. 
in the E over March, 1940, and that 
there is no visible evidence in the 
town to account for this increase, 
which it alleges is mainly due to 
unbridled spending.
